Didsbury Dairy Milk 
Meets all Gov't Tests 


Recently there 
rumors that *the 


have been vague 
milk supplied in 
the Didsbury area is not altogether 
sulisfactory, In order to test the 
Validity of this remark the Rosebud 
Health Unit conducted a series of 
tests on the milk that was being de- 
livered to consumer's doorsteps. No 
prior warning of the test series 
was given, A pint bottle of milk was 
selected at random from the milk 
float as it made the tour of delivery 
round the town, The milk was test- 
ed for its taste,  butterfat  con- 
tent, sediment or visible dirt, and 
the methylene blue test. The latter, 
au test for determining the bacterial 
content and keeping condition of 
the milk. Every sample of milk 
tested adequately satisfied the re- 
quirements of the regulations under 
the Public Health Act respecting 
uid milk, 

Didsbury is fortunate in’ that) the 
milk supplied is pasteurized, thus 
ensuring a safer milk for consum- 
er and meets all requirements of a 
very satisfactory milk supply. 

The public is reminded that milk 
should not sit on the doorstep for | 
any length of time after delivery. | 
Sunlight on the milk promotes nat- 
ural bacterial growth that leads to 
early souring. Dust, dirt) and ani- 
mals have access to milk bottles if 
Heft Iving on the steps. Milk should 
jhe taken inside as soon after dbliv- 
lery as possible and stored in’ the 
ice box or in a cool, dark place. 

Milk once pasteurized docs not 
‘need further heat treatment. 

Consumers should wipe around | 
the rim of every milk bottle before 
emptying the contents into a jug.
